She was at the court ball on Mon- 
day and attracted more than ordinary 
attention. She had had a disagree- 
ment with her husband, which deeply 
grieved the Queen. Her Majesty used

Eye-Witnesses to Arrests of 
Americans Explain.

EL PASO (Tex.) March 2.—({Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.) Proof positive that 
Lawrence Converse and his compan- 
lon, Edwin Blatt, were arrested by 
Mexicans on the American side of the 
boundary line, developed in the pri- 
vate hearing, which was held in the 
office of United States Commissioner 
George B. Oliver, under the auspices 
of the Department of Justice of: the 
United States. 

Four residents of the section near 
Tornillo, Tex., where the boys were 
arrested, testified that they had been 
eye-witness of the arrest and that 
the boys had without doubt been 
seized by the Mexican secret Service 
Officers on the American side.

plague chiefly along the rallways and 
frontiers. Since the recent Russian re- 
quest for permission to cross the bor- 
der and quarantine Chinese towns 
along the Amur, China has been at- 
tempting to check the plague along 
that frontier, but the Russian legation 
says this has been done ineffectively 
because there are no dottors there fa- 
millar with modern methods of sani- 


tation. 


Although the central government has 

issued explicit orders, both supplies 
and funds are lacking. 
_ Japanese and Russians have offered 
assistance, but only in a few places 
have these offers been accepted, the 
Chinese not liking to receive favors 
from foreigners whose political mo- 
tives they distrust. Ged 

Physicians combatting the disease 
believe that warm weather will kill the 
germs, although this may bring only a 
temporary respite. If the plague were 
of the bubonic type, the summer heat 
would serve to augment it. 

The pneumonic type is transmitted 
through the respiratory apparatus and 
as a consequence, when’ the Chinese 
emerge from their winter quarters to 
the open air, they will escape much 
contamination. It is said by the medi- 
cal authorities that such an epidemic 
as the present, which is entirely pneu- 
monic, has not visited the world since 
the middle ages. 

Owing to the political question in- 
volved and the presence of foreigners 
along the railways, the plague in Man. 
churia is receiving greater attention 
than the famine, but the death rate 
from the famine is many times greater 
than that from the plague. 

The famine is the result of the- de- 
struction of the crops by a sixteen-inch 
rain in two days last August in a dis- 
trict where the people ordinarily lead a 
hand-to-mouth existence. As soon as 
the first pangs of hunger were felt, the 
people left their homes, but many of 
them were unable to get beyond the 
borders of devastation. They returned 
and took up the death struggle beside 
their homesteads. 

A Relief Committee of foreigners at 
Shanghai is collecting money. So far 
Japan and America are the only for- 
eign countries that have contributed to 
the sufferers,, but even the extensive 
assistance that has come from the 
United States is inadequate. 

It is estimated that 2,000,000 people 
are Without food and are existing on 
roots, grasses and anything that af- 
fords the slightest nourishment.

And 
yet, it is exactly what must be done 
to save the lives of countless thous- 
ands,”

ANNOUNCES PACT RATIFICATION. 


Japan Declares New Treaty Reflects 
Traditional Good Will Between 
Government and Uncle Sam. 

‘BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

TOKIO, March 2.—[{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.} The government formally an- 
nounces the ratification of the new 
treaty with the government of the 
''nited States. The announcement de- 
clares that the United States met Ja- 
pan’s proposal to enter into a new 
treaty in a spirit of friendly accom- 
modation that testifies to the tradi- 
tional relations and good will between 
the two nations. ; 

It points out that it was essential 
for the United States goovernment to 
secure immediately the ratification of 
the treaty by the United States Sen- 
ate in order that the compact might 
take effect next July. 

“Both governments,” says the for- 
mal announcement, “exerted assidu- 
ously every means to facilitate the 
negotiations, and their endeavors have 


The announcement emphasizes the 
points which essentially distinguish 
the new treaty from the préceding one, 
and concludes: 

“The imperial government is well 
convinced that the new treaty will 
serve not only to assure the commer- 
cial interests of both nations,: but 
above all, to consolidate the bonds of 
true friendship uniting them."

The California, or to be exact, Pa- 
cific Coast, “band-tail,” is a true 
pigeon, and a big bird, about the size 
of the passenger pigeon of other days, 
but of somewhat squarer, more blocky 
build than that now extinct bird. 
From time to time reports come in 
of “wild pigeons’ being located in the 
mountains somewhere by some one 
who “was familiar with the old wild 
pigeon; killed thousands of ’em, and 
couldn't be mistaken; these are the 
sume bird.”

A BUNCO DEAL. 


That's the Charge of Three Men Who Ewchanged 
Fresno Ranches for Good-Looking Securities That 
Nearly Led to Their Prosecution When They Began 
Disposing of Them—Wearrant for Man With Land. 


T HREE Englishmen, wealthy in 
and deeds, yesterday caused a 
complaint to be issued charging Chris- 
tian Jantzen with having defrauded 
them of ranches near Fresno, valued 
at about $85,000. 

Steps were taken immediately to 
procure the arrest of Jantzen, who is 
understood to be residing on the il- 
legally-obtained property, feeling tem- 
porarily secure because he did not ex- 
pect the victims to find out his 
duplicity for several months. 

In the language of the police, “the 
deal is raw.” As the victims teli the 
story, Jantzen simply overwhelmed 
them with his offer for their property 
and they made haste to accept his prop- 
osition, thinking that they would reai- 
ize a small fortune as a profit. 

The men who declare they were 
buncoed are C. P. Hurdich, George 
Jude, and Herbert B. Shepard. They 
were perfectly satisfied with the prof- 
its they were realizing from the rustic 
Venture until Jantzen came along and 
tempted them. 

It is asserted he declared to them 
that he was poor in securities and 
small parcels of land, and that he was 
anxious to concentrate his wealth. He 
even admitted that he was willing to 
accept a heavy logs in. order to get his 
wealth into a more satisfactory form. 
The victims say he produced for their 
perusal a large number of mortgages 


the Middle West and other security. 
The instruments were apparently valid 
on their faces, and the sums which 
they . apparently represented were 
enormous. 

- The security was so arranged that it 
would not be due for some time, and 
the land was supposed to be let to 
tenants who were not té pay their rent 
for some months.

The Englishmen made the deal and 
Jantzen entered into possession of the

on Missouri farms, deeds to property in | 


'Fresno property. He apparently 
thought he had made arrangements so 
they would not make any investigation 
‘until he had been abie to turn the 
‘ranches into cash. 

They were so well satisfied with their 
bargain that they were willing to share 
part of the profits with some one else, 
so they began to dispose of their se- 
curities. They made such a deal that 
both they and their assignees would 
have fared well if the notes and mort- 
gages had been genuine. } 

The men who bought the English- 
man’s interests became anxious to see 
their property. They went back to 
Missouri and made a search for it. It 
Was nowhere on the map. . The descrip- 
tions were apparently good until they 
sought to apply them, and then they 
found they were much involved. They 
finally came to the conclusion that they 
had beén cheated. 

Suspicion fell on the Englishmen. 
The police were asked to arrest them 
on the charge of having obtained 
money under false pretenses. Detec- 
tive McNamara took the trail of the 
alleged swindlers. 

When he had about determined to 
take the trio in custody, he found that 
they themselves had been taken in, and 
that they had disposed of the paper ip 
good faith. . 

When they learned how they had 
traded off their valuable property for 
less than a song, they expressed a de- 
sire to prosecute Jantzen. .

Judge Willis will pronounce sentence 
today on a slayer whose crime was at- 
te@ed with circumstances which rival 
for mystery the Stackpole case, which 
excited much interest five years ago. 
The newer tragedy, however, is sub- 
ject to more curiosity than that in 
which Stackpole and Mrs. Aurelia 
Sheck, his paramour and the wife of 
his victim, played the important part. 
In the latter case, the détectives suc- 
ceeded in solving all the enigmas which 
troubled them for a long time. Even 
the trial of the man now under con- 
viction hag failed to clear up the 
strangeness of the circumstances. 

The prisoner who now awaits in the 
County Jail for the moment when the 
magistrate will pronounce a few words 
which will make him a convict for life 
is J. W. Wheeler, a blue-eyed soutliern- 
er, 41 years old and a_ blacksmith. 
Twelve men have said that he shot to 
death, Mrs. Cora E. Hunter, a divorcee, 
In the Paris rooming-house, No. 6041-2 
East Fifth street. 

As the verdict atands, he, while mad 
with jealousy, shot her down as she’ 
pleaded in holy words for mercy and 
then endeavore,l to end his miserable 
existence by drawing a rusty knife 
across his throat. The surgeons 
patched him up in order that he might 
be compelled to pass through the ordeal 
of a trial and suffer as an example to 
aoe other men from attempting homi- 
cide, 

Om the day of the tragedy Wheeler 
went to the rooming-house and spoke 
to the landlady, Mrs. Marie Collonge, 
asking her to call up “Cora” and say 
that he must see her there immediately. 
She told him that two_men had ar- 
rived about twenty minutes before he 
came and had asked her to send for the 
same womay, as they wished to see her 
on an important matter. She had sent 
them to room No, 7 to wait. He was 
directed to the adjoining apartment, 
room No. 8, and was promised that he 
should see the woman first. 

Mrs. Hunter had barely time to reach 
the room where Wheeler was waiting 
before five shots rang out. The tand- 
lady ran toward the sound of the shoot- 
ing. The two men, who had been in 
No. 7, rushed past her in the hall. 
With a bullet wound in her head 
and another in her body, Mrs. Hunter 
was found dead. At the opposite side 
of the room, Wheeler was walking 
back and forth. His throat was cut 
and his hand clasped an old knife. A 
revolver, warm and full of smoke, lay 
several feet from either of them. Back 
of Wheeler were two bullet holes in 
the wall. 

When the defendant testified in his 
own behalf he declared that he had 
just greeted Mrs. Hunter, when she 
looked over his shoulder and cried’ out: 
“Piease don't do that.” He declared 
he turned and saw a revolver about 
twelve inches from his face. Then 
shots were fired and he felt some- 
thing sharp drawn across his throat. 
He said he lost all sense of what 
transpired after that for two days. 
He denied the ownership of either the 
knife or the gun. 

While the prosecution, from the time 
of the discovery of the tragedy, re- 
fused to entertain the theory that the 
two strangers had anything to do with 
the crime, they desired to find them 
in order to clear them of suspicion 
and strengthen the case against 
Wheeler. 

They left no trail from the time they 
ran out of the rooming-house. They 
told the landlady that they were from 
Pomona and she saw tickets to that 
city In the hand of one of them. The 
officera were unable to find any one 
in Pomona who answered the descrip- 
tion of either of them.

RAVEL IN BOND 
TO SMUGGLE IN. 


CHINESE CONTRABAND FIRST 
PASS THROUGH COUNTRY. 


After Crossing Frontier Into 
Mexico They Disappear and Then 
Come Across the Border Unlaw- 
fully—Bertillon System May 
Largely Defeat This Mcthod. 


That the majority of the Chinese 
contrabands who are smuggled into 
this country are first brougnt directly 
to American porfs, taken across the 
Mexican border and then are guided 
back secretly is a discovery which has 
been made by the immigration ofticials. 

The importers of the illegal entrants 
are taking advantage of a clause in 
the exclusion act which provides for 
transportation of aliens in bonfl: and 
are thus able to avoid much of the ex- 
pense attendant upon smuggling. 

By putting up heavy bonds, any 
alien is permitted to pass through the 
United States. If. he does not export 
himself at the designated place the 
government collects the bail and then 
forcibly ejects him if he can be found. 

The easiest and cheapest way to 
reach the rendezvous near the Mexican 
border is through the Unite. States. 
The trips through Mexican soil to these 
hiding places are tedious and very ex- 
pensive. The rapid methods of trans- 
portation in this country appeal to the 
smugglers. 

They ship the coolies direct to San 
Francisco or some other’ California 
port, where they are permitted _to dis- 
embark under bonds. They are con- 
signed to Mexican points. The bonds- 
men are careful to see that all of them 
are delivered as agree. 

The transaction up to this point is 
open and above board. But when they 
have reached Mexican soil they are 
ready for a fight against the ingenuity 
of the American officers. 

Under the guidance of a person who 
is familiar with the topography of the 
ea@untry, they seek to reach the interior 
of the United States without falling in- 
to the hands of the immigration offi- 
cers. 

The department has now .adopted a 
means which makes it easy to identify’ 
these contrabands. When they are 
placed in bond they are photographed 
and measured much the same as a 
criminal is treated under the Bertillon 
system. 

When a Chinese is arrested now, the 
first act of the officials is to search for 
his picture in the gallery which is re- 
served for those who have been trans- 
ported in bond. If it is found, it is an 
easy matter to get the coolie deported. 

About 106 of the Chinese who have 
no right in this country and were pre- 
pared to attempt to get over the bor- 
der are now practically prisoners in 
Mexicali. They cannot retreat through 
Mexico as they have no means to get 
back. American soil is lined with 
troops and there is no chance for them 
to run the gauntlet

The young n in this 
country .who secures the benefit of a 
high education places himself at a su- 
perb advantage to deal with the large 
opportunities which the future will of- 
fer at home and abroad.

Free Workingmen, 


Letters of Dynamite Brand 
Sent Through Mails.

Eighteen non-union men, structural 
iron workers who were employed until 
recently on the Alexandria annex, 
have been warned by the labor unions 
that if, they don’t leave the city with- 


in a féw’@ays they will be blown into 
atoms. 
The threat to kill was couched 


in an anonymous letter received at 
a. boarding-house on South Hill 
street, where the men have been 
living since they finished work on the 
Alexandria. They have received sev- 
eral threatening letters from the agi- 
tators during and after their work, 
but that of yesterday is the most vio- 
lent. 

W. W. Vipond, one of the foremen 
who directed the structural iron work 
on the Alexandria, declares that he is 
not afraid of the threat, and has no 
intention of leaving the city. 

“Such a threat would naturally 
cause a little uneasiness among some 
of the men who have families,” said 
Vipond, “but none of them will leave 
Los Angeles on account of it. It-isn't 
in the make-up of any honest man 
who loves to work for a living to run 
from such a threat. 

“The. work on the Alexandria was 
done by the Baker Iron Works, who 
subcontracted it from the American 
Bridge Company. The letter de- 
— us for working for this com- 
pafhty because it is non-union, and has 
been training its own men. 

“The American Bridge . Company 
does its own work in the big cities, 
but made an exception here. In the 
small places contracts are iet to 
others. In the union's official maga- 
zine this company is blacklisted, but 
he unions have taken contracts to do 
its work in the small towns. They 
make threats against us men here for 
doing their work, but in other places 
they don’t te to do it them- 
selves. 

“The men who worked on the Al- 
exandria received $4.50 a day, which is 
50 cents more than the union scale.

UGLY PERFORMANCE.

A few hours after the letter had 
been received a coterie of unionites 
made their appearance in Central 
Park and taunted the workingmen for 
desiring to labor in fields free from 
the union collar. They huried vile 
epithets at them, within the hearing 
of women and little children and final- 
ly a pedestrian informed the police. 

For a time it was feared by Ches- 
here that the pickets would euter the 
enclosure and attempt te . interfere 
with the ropes which held Church to 
the unsteady pole, fifty feet above the 
ground. From his h perch Church 
continued to work, however, unmint+ 
ful of the taunts and jeers. The crowd 
of labor-union ruffians remained abeut 
the place until late in the afternoon 
and kept up the slandering, Sut did 
not attempt violence. 

Church and Cheshere gained the fil 
will of the walking delegates of the 
structural iron workers’ union when 
they refused. to quit during the con- 
struction of the Alexandria Hotel An- 
nex. The men were catfoled and 
threatened, but they preferred to work 
where the union collar did not press 
,on their shoulders. 
| Since the Alexandria addition was 
completed, Church and Cheshere have 
been employed on various structural 
iron jobs about the city. Several days 
ago they obtained a contract from the 
Park Commission to paint the flag- 
pole in Central Park, and yesterday 
started on the work. Church does the 3 
painting, while Cheshere manipulates

BY OWN HAND DAUGHTER | 
OF EX-GOVERNOR DIES j 


> 


ER stark and stiffened body 
H posers clad in a shabby wrapper 

and a short tube of rubber from 
the open gas jet clenched in her death- 
locked jaws, the self-slain corpse of 
Josephine Waite Quilez, youngest 
daughter of the late ex-Gov, Davis 
Hanson Waite of Colorado, was found 
last night in a meagerly furnished 
apartment at No. 558 Towne avenue, 
by her husband, Constantino Quilez, 
a Spaniard. 

Beside her lay a tear-stained note 
to her husband, written partly in 
pencil and partly on the typewriter, 
with which she had tried to support 
herself and him during the interval 
in which he, unaccustomed to manual 
toil, had been unable to find employ- 
ment. In it she begged his forgive- 
ness and the mercy of God for her- 
self, crying out to him that the only 
fault she attached to him was that 
his kindness to her had been too 


great, 

Letters and pictures found in the yet 
unopened trunks of herself and Quilez 
seem to prove beyond question her 
identity... There are official records of 
her employment with the govérnment 
years ago, at the time when Waite sat 
in the gubernatorial chair of Colorado. 
There are pictures of her mother, of 
her sister, of the ex-Governor himself. 
A portion of the pitiful little note asks 
that her brother, Frank H. Waite, of 
No. 728 Thirteenth street, Denver, be 
notified of her death. Quilez, though 
half-crazed by grief, verifies the fact 
of her parentage. 

Though he is so incoherent through 
grief as to be almost unintelligible in 
his ravings, it appears that the wom- 
an's act was ‘inspired by the disap- 
pointments with which her life had 
been filled, and the financial reverses 
which they had lately suffered. A piti- 
ful phase of the case is that Quilez, 
after weeks of searching, had just se- 
cured a position which would have 
kept them comfortably.  ~ 
After tramping the streets nearly a 
month, he yesterday found a place as 
a salesman for a downtown cigar con- 
cern. At about 7 o'clock he hurried 
home to tell his wife of his good for- 
tune, only to find that death had an- 
ticipated him and that his wife had 
ended her life. | 

His grief was terrible.” He threw 
himself upon the stark body, kissing 
and caressing it and imploring that it 
return to life. When it still lay mo- 
tionless, he suddenly whipped a re- 
volver from his pocket and, had not 
quick hands prevented him, would 
have died beside his lost bride of a few 
months. 

Mrs. Quilez had evidently planned her 
death with care, though life had been 
extinct not more than half an hour 
when the fact was discovered.

Notwithstanding the fact that Con- 
gress has instructed the Navy Depart- 
ment to use Coast coal for the Pacific 
squadron, some of the oll interests 
have not given up the idea of having 
California oil substituted for coal as a 
fuel for naval vessels. The fact that 
practically every ship outside of the 
American navy that plies on the Pa- 
cific, with the exception of trans- 
oceanic vessels, already uses oil as 
fuel is given as a reason why the navy 
should adopt California oil as a steam- 


maker. 

The present large surplus of Califor- 
sia oll, it is held, shows that there 
would always be a sufficient supply 
for all the navy’s needs. The effort to 
induce the government to use oil has 
now reached concrete form through the 
offices of the State Mining Bureau, 
which will soon, it is announced, in 
conjunction with a large number of 
petroleum producers, memortalize the 
Secretary of the Navy to equip the na- 
val vessels on the Pacific Ocean to use 
petroleum as a fuel. If this request is 
seceded to it is claimed that the de- 
mand for the State’s product will be 
largely increased to the general bene- 
ft of all California.

VISALIA, March 2.—Excitement in 
the Lost [Ilills district in which so 
many Visaliai.s are interested is again 
at a great pitch over the news of a 
new strike two and one-half miles 
west of the holdings of the Visalia- 
Maricopa, a fine well having been 
brought in there in the past three days 
at a depth of 1380 feet.

HEN THE COMMISSIONERS MEET. 

The Sacramento legislative commit- 
tees are still considering the creation of a 
dozen boards of commissioners, whose duty 
and privilege it will be to examine every- 
body who is trying to earn a living by pur- 
suing a trade or profession, whether tonso- 
rial or medical. 

Those who can pass an examination and 
who are politically persona grata with the 
commissioners will be licensed as good and 
worthy “Injuns,” and those who are denied 
licenses will be accorded an opportunity to 
join the army of the unemployed or leave 
the State. 


The commissioners will say to insurgents 


and Democrats and near Democrats who 
are members of trade unions, “Ye are amo F4 
the elect, pass ye to the right among the 
sheep.”

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SCIENCE PROGRESS. 


Dr. A. H_Bucherer, professor of physics 
in the University of Bonn, y, does 


not believe people should lose any sleep)

Bucherer makes this prediction in the light 
of the wonderful discovery of Sir William 
Ramsey, the great English scientist, that 
radium will split up some things that had 
hitherto been supposed non-splitable, and in 


the splitting set loose a tremendous lot of 
energy that Dr. Bucherer thinks will one day 
be harnessed up and made to drive tracta-. 
bly. Copper, which was supposed to be an) 
elemental substance, can be resolved into 


two separate substances by radium, and it 


decomposes other substances so rapidly that | 
it sets free a tremendous amount of energy. 
“This property of radium,” says Dr. Bucher- | 


er, “guarantees to the world a source of en.- | 


ergy that surpasses anything that can be 
supplied by the combustion of coal or by 
any kind of chemical action—more than 
1,000,000 times surpasses it.” 


Lukewarm water is now being used as an 
anesthetic in most of the operations for ap- 
pendicitis at Johns Hopkins Hospital, ac- | 
cording to the statement of a surgeon of 
national reputation connected with the insti- | 
tution. 

In an operation for appendicitis, declared | 
the surgeon, all that is necessary is to inject | 
lukewarm water in sufficient quantities un- | 
der the skin in the vicinity of the part op- | 
erated on. 

“We have obtained great results through | 
the use of water,’ he said, “and in most 
cases would rather use it than a drug.”

The effect that this discovery, if it proves | 
to be all that Dr. Hille claims for it, will , 
have on medical practice probably willbe | 
little short of revolutionary.

Mr. J. seems to have lined up the 
fruit growers for himself to a surprising de- 
gree, and we could hardly afford to put any- 
one but a good man in his place. [True, 
and “pity ’tis, "tis true!”"—-Ed.] I have had 
in mind Mr. C. B. Messenger of the editorial 
staff of the California Cultivator as filling 
the bill the best of anyone I know. He has 
been connected with the fruit interests of 
California for the past twenty-six years and 
knows [a lemon from a potato.—-Ed.] and is 
liked by the fruit men in general all over 
the State. In my opinion he is much better 
equipped for it than Mr. J. was when he 
took the job, and he is bright enough to 
quickly acquire the details belonging exclu- 
sively té the office. He is a good writer, a 
good talker and is generally well posted in 
horticultural matters. He would also be 
entirely satisfactory to the L. R. people. 
[The most important qualification of all.— 
Ed. ] | ‘ 
Please write me what you think of Mr. 
Messenger for the place, and if you think of 
anyone else who would better fill the bill, let 
me know all you can about him [Make sure, 
of course, that he is sound on the L. R. goose. 
~-Ed.] and I will see that his name is prop- 
erly put up to Mr. Lissner [On his throne.— 
Ed.] and duly considered iby the Governor.

Make up your mind how many doctors the 
community needs to keep it well. Do not 
register more or less than this number; and 
let registration constitute the doctor a civil 
servant with a dignified living wage paid 
out of public funds. | 

Treat the private operator exactly as you 
would treat a private executioner. 

Treat persons who profess to,be able to 
cure disease as you treat fortune-tellers. 

Keep the public carefully informed, by 


special statistics and announcements of in- 


dividual cases, of all illnesses of doctors or 
attended, then there are 175,000, and this ; 


in their families. 

Make it compulsory for a doctor using a 
brass plate to have inscribed on it, in addi- 
tion to the letters indicating his qualifica- 
tions, the words “Remember that I too am 
mortal.” 

In legislation and social! organizations, pro- 
ceed on the principle that invalids, meaning 
persons who cannot keep themselves alive 
«by their own activities, cannot, beyond rea- 
son, expect to be kept alive by the activity 
of others. 

Do not try to live forever. 
succeed. 

Use your health, even to the point of 
wearing it out. That is what it is for. 
Spend all you have before you die; and do 
not outlive yourself. 

Take the utmost care to get well born 
and well brought up. This means that your 
mother must have a good doctor. Be care- 
ful to go to a school where there is what 
they’call a school clinic, where your -nutri- 
tion and teeth and eyesight and other mat- 
ters of importance to you will be attended 
to. Be particularly careful to have all. this 
done at the expense of the nation, as other- 
wise it will not be done at all, the chances 
being about forty to one against your being 
able to pay for it directly yourself, even if 
you know how to set about it.

From the time that Roger de Mont- 


Ascham taught Latin to the Princesses 


the most usual of all names in Eng- 
land, and famous Rogers were con- 


So a history 
of the famous Englishmen of the name 
from the coming of the Normans to the 
reign of Queen Elizabeth would be a 
nearly complete history of the Eng- 
land #f those days. 

Roger of Montgomery was the first 
of these men. His name was usual in 
Normandy, and he helped make it 
usual in England. Roger was a Nor- 
man noble, 
Conqueror. He was a firm believer !n 
William's right and might to take the 
English throne, and when William de- 
cided to sail for England, Roger con- 
tributed sixty ships for. the enterprise. 
Roger further helped his cousin by his 
— work at the battle of Senlac 

After the conquest Roger, as joint 
guardian with William’s wife, Matilda, 
took care of William's interests in Nor- 
mandy. Later he joined Wliliam in 
England, and led a life full of activity 
and adventure. Shortly before his 
death, however, he took the habit of a 
monk at Shrewsbury, spent u few days 
in “pious conversation” and prayer, 
and then died. He is called one of the 
foremost among the conquerors of 
England. 

In the reign of Henry I, third son of 
William the Conqueror, two famous 
Rogers, at least, gained fame. One of 
them was the Bishop of Winchester, 
cousin of the King. Bishop Roger was 
noted as a man without fear, either 
moral or physical. King Henry was 
himself a man of courage and upright- 
ness, and was known as the “Lion of 
Justice,” but Roger did not hesitate to 
criticise the King when he wanted to. 
Roger's physical courage was shown 
once when he was celebrating mass in 
the west tower of Worcester Cathedral. 
The tower suddenly crumbled, and fell 
to the ground; but in the midst of a 
shower of debris, and the crowding of 
the frightened congregation, Bishop 
Roger stood as if nothing had hap- 


pened. 

Another prominent Roger of this 
reign was Roger of Salisbury, called 
Roger the Great. Although King sag 
was born and reared in England, he 
sometimes went to Normandy. One 
day he was riding there near Caen, 
favorite city with his mother and fath- 
er, when he turned from the road to 
hear mass at a little chapel. Roger of 
Salisbury, a man of humble origin, was 
the priest of the chapel and, recogniz- 
ing the King as a man of few words, a 
man of action, he went through the 
service at a great speed. After it was 
over the King came to Roger and de- 
clared that the quick —e_ had ap- 
pealed to him. 

“You are just the man for a soldiers’ 
chaplain,” said the King, and there- 
with he took Roger into his service. 
Roger was not a man of education, 
but he was very successful in his life in 
England. He gained such influenée 
with Henry that he really helped gov- 
ern, and when Henry was in Normandy 
on warlike errands, Roger kept the 
peace at home. Roger’s son, who was 
called Roger the Pauper, because “his 
fortune was so much smaller than his 
Was once chancellor of Eng- 
nd. 
In the same century there lived a 
Roger who, although he did littic to 
make English history, did much to pre- 
serve it. This was Roger of Hovedon, 
who was a member of the househ!d of 
Henry II, a man well versed in the 
law, who aided the King in various 
public and diplomatic missions. When 
Henry II died in 1189 Roger retired to 
the church of Hovedon, or Howden, 
and wrote a chronicle of Englard down 
to his own time. 
In the reign of another Henry, the 
third King of the name in England, 
there lived another Roger of fame. 
This was Roger de Leybourne, the 
warden of the Cinque Ports, who died 
im 1271. Im the year 1252 he was at 
jousts at Walden, in Essex, when he 
killed Arnold de Montigny. Roger de- 
clared the killing an accident, but as 
no shield was found on the point of his 
lance, he was accused of murder. It 
was only after going before the King 
in humility to ask pardon, and pledg- 
ing himself to a trip to the Holy Land, 
that Roger was reinstated in favor. 
Henry III took Roger with him to 
Gascony, and made him steward of the 
young Prince Edward. After the 
Prince became king as Edward I,
